Many 
j will ask what this is, I[t is an instra- 
ment which preceded the piano. About 
the year 17) the manufacture of these 
commenced ; they were first called the 
spinet, but later the harpsichord. The 
lastrument resembles a grand ir 
shape, and is played with keys same 
but instead of striking the strings after 
the present method, there is an upright 
stick connected with the keys, which 
rises as you press them down, (On the 
end of this stick is a buttun, and in this 
a quill, which catebes on the string as it 
rises, and falls back enough to clear it 
when it drops. On the right and left 
sides, just over the key-board, is one 
| sp, resembling those on an organ. 
The oaly effect these have is to reduce 
the volume of toue one half, by so adjus 
ting the uprights containing the quill 
that only one string will sound for each 
key, instead of two, as is the case when 

whole power is required. The wood 
| work which comes in sight i# solid ma- 
bogany, inlaid with French walout and 
satio wood in a very workmanlike man- 
| ner. The cover raises in three sections,
